Diretted to-Sir Andrew Norton, Inhabi- 
tant at Namptwich in Cheſhzre, and naw re- 
lident in London. 
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being the ſecond of March, a party of th 
Rebels, to the number of 7200 foote and 
200 horſe, were diicryed upon March with. 
in.4. myles of Pxb/i7, vnder the Command 
07 " Oſmond, Captain Butler, and Captain Ad. 
dam 2idignſon lat: aly rey oled to the Rebels 
who hearing that the Lord Lievtenants Re. 
giments were landed and that Sir Addam Lyf- 
txs, my Lord of Corty, the Lord luſtices,and 
Sir $ z»02 Harcourt, were marched 01t of the 
Town to mezt and entertain ' irRichardGreen- 
vi/! ther Commander, who as yet had not 
joyned with us in Dabln, onely he hada 
fleight entertainment before Drob: aa, at his 
friſt Arriyall. 

The fght of theſe unexpected Enemies put 
us 1N a fright, having not above 300. Foote 
that were in the V- ockes, OUT othcr forces, 
being diſtant almoſt 7, 1r:7j myles in thi 
diſtraction, every man that was capable of 
| bearing Armes, put himſelf into a Martial 
forme, re olving to hazard his life for de- 
fence of his liberty, fo that 1n one houre we 
were a pretty handſome Army to the num 
ber of 4000.whom Sir Char/esCootc(as itwas 
GoJs will, being not well ſftayd in the City) 
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put in order; and fortified the workes, dif- 
patching withal}, Meſlengers to our other 


forces, to haſlen their Arrivall, which being 
done, and we 1n coimpleat order, their Mar- 
tiall Drums pterct our undanted Eares,who 
were prepared to entertain them,they with 
like-courage gave the allault, and charget us 
very fiercely, and had not our workes beene 
a great ſafeguard for vs, we had loſt many 
men, and hazarded our Block-houſe but our 
Canons made Laynes among{t them, ſo that 
cheEarch was covered with their dead Bo- 
dies, two myles 1n length, 3 hours this ſkir- 
miſh lafied,Victory inclining to neither par- 
ty, vntill at length, our other Forces hearing 
of this newes; made halt vnto aur Reſcue, 
charged them on theReare,which vnexpected 
Ayd did fo much amaze them, ſeeing them- 
ſelves ingazged almoſt bzvond Retceat, they 
as regardleſſe of their lives or fortunes,charg 
either party with vndaunted couraze, but 
theother charging of the workes but ſl:ght- 
ly,onely to keepe us from fallying out, 
thinking to force a paſlage through the Body 
of our Army , in defpight of re{iftance, but 
all in vaine, for our new come Englith pla d
